The slanting eyes and flat 
nose of certain mentally re­ 
tarded infants appeared to a 
British physician some 70 years 
ago to resemble the features 
of the Oriental. 

Thus he coined the name
1 "mongolism" for this affliction.
1 and these unfortunate people 
have been called "Mongoloids."

i Other terms which have been
1 suggested include "peristatic 
amentia" and "fetalism." but 
neither of them has become 
popular.

By any name, the Mongoloid 
in years past has had a hope­ 
less affliction for which the 
cause and cure were unknown

Now. active research programs 
are bringing us closer to the 
knowledge which may lead to 
prevention.

THE EYES are often the first 
clue a physician has that a 
baby might be a Mongoloid. 
They appear to be far apart 
and somewhat slanted; and 
there is usually an extra fold 

' of skin on the inside corner of 
| the eyes. This causes the phy- 
i sician to look for other clues. 
I The nose may be flat, exhibit­ 
ing a saddle-like appearance, 
and the tongue often pro- 

1 trudes. A broad, short skull

and trunk are irccnieu* physi­ 
cal signs. The ears appear odd- 
ly shaped and not well develop- 
cd, and an unusual crease 
sometimes extends across each 
palm.

Each of these physical signs 
alone can be found in normal 
persons, but it is the combina­ 
tion of physical signs, usually 
apparent in early infancy and 
frequently at birth, which in-

AS YET no way of prevent - 
ng mongolism is known and 
.here is no known cure. By the 
imc the condition shows itself 
11 a newborn baby, there is n.» 
. ay to correct it because the 

brain cells and other parts of 
he body which have been at- 
Tected by distrubanee in their 
'arly growth cannot be replac- 
id. To put it another way. wo 

might say that these arc chil­ 
dren who never grow.

Knowing that a baby is Mon- 
joloid and understanding what 
his means are important to 
"veryonc concerned. For the 

baby, it means that the chances 
arc greater that he will get the 
 ight kind of care sooner. For 
he parents it means that 
hey can begin earlier to make 
lie adjustments that have to 

be made if they arc to be able 
o accept the fact that their 
:hild is "different." The soon- 
;r parents of a Mongoloid 
child can seen their baby as ho 
is. and as he will be, the hel­ 
ler.      

MANY OF THE problems 
which frequently occur with 
Mongoloid babies can be pre­ 
vented if parents know early 
what to look for and expert. 
These babies do not fight in­ 
fections well, so regular check­ 
ups by the physician arc es­ 
pecially important. He will 
want to watch infections which 
may be minor or unimportant 
in normal, healthy, children 
much more closely in these 
babies. He'll want to pay clos­ 
er attention to the baby's 
heart and eyes, because many 
Mongoloids have heart and eye 
defects as a part of their un­ 
fortunate condition.

Understanding about mon­ 
golism early can help explain 
some of the things which 
worry or puzzle many parents 
of these babies. Remember, 
parents of a Mongoloid baby 
arc not alone. Each year, par­ 
ents of "children who never 
grow" can get a great deal of 
satisfaction out of helping their 
child develop to the fullest the 
abilities be has.
